Commodore Nelfon had not removed 
from La Minerve to the Captain many 
minutes, whien, on the evening of the 
fame day, the fignal was thrown out 
for the Britith fleet to prepare for ac- 
tion; the fhips were alfo directed to 
keep in clofe order during the night. 

‘For an account of the particular 
achievements of the above memorable 
day, we muft refer our readers to the 
memoirs of earl St. Vincent. 

Hicre, however, we cannot refrain 
from infercting the narrative of com, 
Nellon’s Grit encounter with the Saatif- 
fina Trimidada, in 1797, as moft ad- 
mirably drawa up by colonel Drink- 
water ; 

‘When Sr John Jervis (now lord St. 
Viucent) on the t4th of February, 
1797, had accomplihhed his bold inten- 
tion of breaking the enemy’s line, the 
opanith admiral, who had been fepa- 
rated to windward with his main body, 
conulling of 18 fhips of the line, from 
nine ihips that were cut off to leeward, 
appeared to make a movement, as if 
with a view to juin the latter. ‘Lhis 
delign Was completely fruftrated by the 
oppolition of commodore Nelfon, whofe 
ftation in the tear of the Britith line 
afforded him an opportngity of ob- 
feyving this manceuvre; his hip, the 
Captaiu, had no tooner paffed the rear 


of the enemy’s (hips that wereto wind. 


ward, than be ordered her to wear, 
and itood on the other tack towards 
the enemy. 

‘In executing this beld and decifive 
mandeuvre, the commodore reached 
the lixth thip from the enemy’s rear, 
which bore the Spanifl admiral’s flag, 
the Santilima Trinidada, of 136 guns ; 
a fhip of tour decks, reported to be 
the largett in the world. Notwith- 
ftanding the ineguality of force, the 
commodore inftantly en, aged his coloffal 
oppovent, and fora conhderable time 
had to contend not only with her, but 
with her feconds ahead and altern, each 
of three decks. While he maintained 
this unequal combat, which was viewed 
with admiration, mixed with anxiety, 
his fricuds were Dying to bie fuppors ; 


the 
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the enemy’s attention was foon directed 
to the Culloden, captain Trowbridge, 
and in a fhort time after to the Blen- 
heim, of 90 guns, captain Frederick, 
who opportunely came to his affitt- 
ance. > 

‘ The intrepid condu&t of the com- 
modore ftaggered the Spanith admiral, 
who already appeared to waver in pur- 
fuing his intention of joining the fhips 
cut off by the Britith fleet ; when the 
Culloden’s timely ‘arrival, and captain 
Troubridge’s fpirited fupport of the 
commodore, together with the ap- 
proach of the Blenheim, followed by 
rear-admiral Parker, with the Prince 
George, Orion, Irrefiftible, and Dia- 
dem, determined the Spanifh admiral 
to change his defign altogether, and to 
throw out the fignal for the fhips of 
bis main body to haul their wind, and 
make fail on the larboard tack. 

‘Not a moment was loft in im. 
proving the advantage now apparent-in 
favour of the Britifh fquadron: as the 
fhips of rear-admiral Parkev’s divifion 
approached the enemy’s fhips, in fup- 
port of the Captain (commodore Nel- 
fon’s fhip) and her gallant feconds, the 
Blenheim and Culloden, the cannonade 
became more animated and impreffive. 
In this manner did commodore Nelfon 
engage a Spenifh three-decker, until 
he had nearly expended all the ammu- 
nition in his fhip; which had fuffered 
the lofs of her fore-top-maft, and re- 
ceived fuch confiderable damage in her 
fails and rigging, that fhe was almoft 
rendered ftiors du combat. At this cri- 
tical period, the Spanifh three decker 
havieg loft her mizen-maft, fell on 
board a Spanifh two-decker, of 84 
guns, that was her fecond: this latter 
fhip confequently now became the 
eommodore’s opponent, and a moft 
vizrorous fire was kept up for fome 
sime, by both fhips, within pittol- 
frot. 

‘It was now that the commodore’s 
fiip loil many men, and that the da- 
mages already fultained, through the 
long and arduous conflict which fhe 
hed maintained, appeared to rénder 
2 continuance of the contelt in the 
wiual way precarious, cr perhaps im- 
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poflible. At this critical moment, #

enemy’s quarter.gallery, and then 
through the cabin to the quarter-deck, 
where he arsived in time to receive ix

‘Succefs, in a few minutes, and 


with little lofs, crowned the enterprife. 


Such indeed was the panic occafioned 
by his preceding condué1, that the 
Britith no fooner appeared on the quar- 
ter-deck of their new opponent, than 
the commandant advanced; and afking 
for the Britifh commanding officer, 
dropped on one knee, and prefented 
his fword, apologifing at the Jame 
time for the Spanifh admiral’s not ap- 
pearing, as he was dangeroufly wound- 
ed. For a moment commodore Nelfon 
could fearcely perfuade himfelf of this 
fecond inftance of good fortune; he 
therefore ordered the Spanifh com- 
mandant, who had the rank of a bri- 
gadier, to-aflemble the officers on the 
quarter-deck, and direct means to be 
taken inftantly for communicating to 
the crew the furrender of. the thip. 
All the officers immediately appeared— 
and the commodore had the furrender 
of the Jofef duly. confirmed, by. each 
of them delivering his fword. 

‘The cox{wain of the commodore’s 
barge (John Sykes, fince dead) had at- 
tended clofe by his fide throughout 
this perilous attempt. To him the 
commodore gave in charge the {words 
of the Spanifh officers as he received 
them; and the undaunced tar, as they 
were delivered to him, tucked thofe ho- 
nourable trophies under his arm, with 
all the coolnefs imagizable. It was at 
this moment alfo, that a Britifh failor, 
who had long fought under the com- 
modore, came up in the fulinefs of his 
Reart, and exculing the liberty he was 
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taking, afked to fhake him by the hand, 
to congratulate him upon feeing him 
lafe on the quarter-deck of a Spanith 
three-decker. : 

‘This new conqueft had fearcely 
fubmitted, and the commodore re. 
turned on board the San Nicolas, when 
the latter fhip was difcovered to be on 
fire in two places. At the firft mo. 
ment appearances were alarming ; but 
the prefence of mind, and refources of 
the commodore and his officers in this 
emergency, foon got the fire under, 

‘A fignal was immediately made b 
the Captain for boats to affift in difen- 
tangling her from the two prizes; and 
as the was incapable of further fervice 
uatil refitted, the commodore again 
hoilted his pendant for the moment, 
on board la Minerve frigate; and in 
the evening thifted it tothe Irrefiftible, 
captain Martin; but as foon the Cap- 
tain was refitted, he rehotfted his pen- 
dant on board the latter fhip. 

* For fuch dittinguifhed gallantry on 
the 14th of Feb. he received the in- 
fignia of the Bath, and the gold medal 
from his fovereign, and was alfo pre- 
fented with the freedom of the city of 
xondon in a gold box,’ 

In the month of April, ur7o7, fir 
Horatio Nelfon hoifted his flay, as 
rear-admiral of the blue, and was de- 
tached to bring down the garrifon of 
Porto Ferrajo. On the 27th of May, 
he fhifced his flag from the Captain to 
the hefeus, and was appointed to the 
command of the inner fquadron at the 
blockade of Cadiz.—During this fer- 
vice his perfonai courage, if polfible, 
was more confpicuous than at any other 
period of his former fervices. In. the 
attack on the Spanifh gun-boats (July 
3, 1797) he was boarded in his barge, 
with only its ufual complement of ten 
men, and the coxfwain, accompanied 
by captain Freemantle. 

The commander of the Spanith gure

Great, however, as had previoufly been 
the fervices of this gallant feaman, i: 
was in the year 1798 that a victory of 
the moit important and glorious de- 
{cription entitled him to flill more dif. 
tinguifhed laurels. The government 
of Trance had fent an expedition into 
Egypt, and it became that of Britain 
to ule every eflort to render It fuccels- 
lels. In order to convey to our readers 
the moit diltinét idea poflible of the 
merits of this action, we fhall quote 
from a_ refpectable publication (the 
Naval Chronicle) the narrative of an 
oflicer concerned.—* Sir Horatio Nel- 
fon had been detached by earl St. Vine 
cent into the Mediterranean, with the 
Vanguard, of feventy-four guns, the 
rear-admiral’s flag-fhip, the Orion and 
Alexander of feventy-four guns, the 
Emerald and Terpficore frigate, and 
la Bonne Citoyerne floop of war. 
Nothing material occurred to the {qua 
dron from the day it failed from Gi. 
braltar, which wason the gth of May, 
ull the 22d, when being in the gulph 
of Lyons, at two A. M. amott violent 
fguall of wind took the Vanguard, 
which carried away her topmalts, and 
at lalt her foremait: the other fhips 
experienced the fury of the gale, but 
not in the fame degree as the Van- 
guard, a ilronger vane of the tempelt 
baviug takeu that fhap. ‘Lhe three 
line-of-battle thips folt fip ht of the 
frisates on the fame day, aud at the 
moment of the mistortune which befel 
the Vanguard, the Brittth fyuadron 
was not many leagues diltant from: the 
French fleet under Bonaparte, which 
had on that, very day fet fail from Lou- 
‘Lhe fyuadron bore up tor Sar-

dinia, the silesauder takeng the Vao- 
guard 
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guard in tow, and the Orion looking 
out a-head to endeavour to get a pilot, 
for the purpole of gaining St. Pierre's 
road. On thé 24th, with very great 


. difficulty, we reached that anchorage, 


where we were in hopes of meeting 
with a friendly reception, whitch our 
diftrefs feemed to demand from a neu- 
tral power: the governor of St. Pierre, 
however, had orders from the French 
not toadmit any Britihh fhip; but their 
utmott hoftility could not prevent us 
from anchoring in the road. The re- 
fuurces Britifh feamen always have 
within themfelves, availed us much 
upon this oceafion.—Captain Berry, 
with the very able affitlance he received 
from fir James Saumarez and captain 
Hall, was enabled with great expedi- 
tion to equip the Vanguard with a jury 
foremafl, jury main and mizen top- 
matis, and to fith the bow!prit, which 
was iprung in many places; and onthe 
fourth day from our anchoring had re- 
ceived fuch a repair that he did not 
think it neceflary to fail to Naples or 
any other port, where -he could have 
received thé moft open and friendly af- 
fiftance in getting the thip properly re- 
fitted, which her condition evidently 
required, but immediately fleered for 
his appointed rendezvous ; nor did he 


ever exprefs the {malleil intention of 


fhifting his flag to either of the other 
hips, which to many officers the pecu- 
liar circumftances of his own fhip 
might have feemed to render defirable. 
‘Lhe admiral and officers of the Van- 
guard indeed had the happinels to find 
that the fhip failed and worked as well 
as the other (hips, notwithfanding her 
upparently crippled condition. The 
fquadron reached the rendezvous on 
the ath of June, and on the following 
«uy was joined by La Mutine, captain 
Hardy, who was charged with orders 
to the admiral, and who brought the 
highly acceptable uitelligence that cap- 
tain Trowbridge had been detached 
with ten fail of the line, and.a fifty 
gun fhip, to reinforce us. This intel- 

ligence was received with untverfal ¢ joy 

ehrow, ghout our little {quadron ; and 
the admiral oblerved to captain Beriy, 

that he woud then be a match for any

might purfue tue enemy, of the faaling 
of whom from Toulon he had cena: 
intelligence. ‘The Alexander, being 
the lgok-out, ftopped one of thee 
fhips: finding fhe had on board eighy 
or oinety prietts, ditven by the Freuej 
pertecutions and cruelties from Rom, 
he thought it would be an act of te. 
manity to permit the fhip to purlue ber 
voyage, and he accordingly relealed 
her, and rejoined the admiral, bringing 
with him a few volunteers trom tk 
Spanifh veffel, chiefly Genoete, who 
were defirous of the honour of fervgg 
in the Britifh fleet, expreffing. at:the 
fame time their dctefation and relent: 
ment at the ill ufage which they had 
experic need from the French. On th 
Sth, ut neon, we had the happinels ta 
difcover from the maft-head ten fal, 
‘and it was not long before we recog. 
nized them to be Britith thips of wa, 
ftanding upon a clofe line of batth, 
with all fails fet. Private fignals wer 
exchanged, and before fun- fet the fo 
much-wifhed-for junction was formed, 
an event whiclr was certainly facilitated 
by the great profeffional ability, judg: 
ment, and zeal of captain ‘Lvowbridge 
The admiral had received no inftwe 
tions what courfe he was now co tet 
and no certain information relpedting 
the defination of the enemy *s fleet; 
he was left, herefore, entirely to bis 
own judgment. He had the hap 
nels, however, to find, that to the 
captains of his fguadron he hae nom 
ceflity to give’ dire&tions for being 
couRank readinefs for battle. On thi 
poiet their zeal anticipated his # 
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withes, for the decks of all the thips 
were kept perfeetly clear night and day, 
and every man was ready to ftart to his 
polt at a moment's notice, It was a 
great fatisfaétion to him, likewife, to 
perceive that the men of all the fhips 
were daily exercifed at the great guns 
and {mall arms, and that every thing 
was in the bet itate for actual fervice. 
The admiral knew that the enemy had 
failed with a N. W. wind, which natu- 
rally led him to conclude that’ their 
courfe was up the Mediterranean. He 
fent La Mutine to Civita Vecchra, and 
along the Roman coaft, to gain intelli- 
gence, and fleered with the fleet: for 
Corlica, which he reached on the r2th 
of June. Several veffels had been 
fpoken with on the paflage thither, but 
no intelligence whatever had been ob- 
tained from them. He continued his 
courfe on the 13th between Corfica 
and Elba, and between Planofa and 
Elba, through the latter of which 
large fhips or fleets had not been ac- 
siffomed to pafs. We made the Ro- 
man coalt, and were rejoined by La 
Mutine, without gaining any intelli- 
gence, notwithftanding the active exer- 
tions of captain Hardy. The adiniral 
now determined to fteer towards Na- 
ples, in the hope of receiving fome fa- 
tisfactory information. It had been 
reported that the plundering of. Algiers 
was the object of the T'rench arma- 
ment; but this account was too vague 
to warrant the admiral in implicitly 
adopting it. We faw Mount Vefu- 
vius onthe 16th, and detached captain 
Trowbridge, in La Mutine, to obtain 
what informatron he could from fir 
William Hamilton. He returned with 
a report only that the enemy were gone 
towards Malta. ‘he admiral- now la- 
mented that even a day had been loft in 
vifiting the bay of Naples, and deter- 
mined by the fhorteft cut to make the 
Faro di Meffina, which the fleet paffed 
through on the 2eth, with a fair wind. 
The joy with which the Sicilians hailed 
Our {guadron, when it was difcovered 
by them to be Britith, gave the mot 
fingular fatisfa&tion to every one on 
board Of it.

loudeft congratulations, and the fin 
cereit exultations, as they had bee 
apprehenfive that the French fleet wa 
deitined to act againit them after the 
capture of Malta. Here we gaine 
intellivence from the Britith confal 
that Malta had actually furrendered. 
We had now hopes of being able to at. 
tack the enemy's fleet at Goza, where 
it was reported they were anchored, 
and the admiral immediately formed z 
plan for that purpofe. We were now 
lteering with a prefs of fail for Malta, 
with a frefh breeze at N.W. On the 
22d of June, La Mutine, at day-lighe 
in the morning, {poke a Genoefe brig 
from Malta, which gave intelligence 
that the French had failed from thence 
on the 18th, witha freth gale at N.W. 
‘The admiral was not long in determin. 
ing what courfe he fhould take, and 
made the fignal to bear-up and tteer 
tothe S. E. with all poflible fail. Art 
this time we had no certain means of 
afcertaining that the enemy were not 
bound up the Adriatic. From the 
day we bore up till June 2g, only three 
veflels were [poken with, twoof which 
had come from Alexandria, and had 
not feen any thing of the enemy’s 
fleet; the other had come from the 
Archipelago, and had Iikewife feea 
nothing of them. This day we faw 
the Pharos tower of Alexandria, and 
continued nearing the land with a prefs 
of fail, till we had a diltinét view of 
both harbours; and to our general fur- 
prife and difappointment, we faw not 
a French fhip .in either. La Mutine 
communicated with the governor of 
Alexandria, who was as much furprifed 
at fecing a Britith {quadron there, as 
he was at the tatelligence that a French 
fleet was probably on its ‘paflage thi- 
It now became the fubjedt of 
deep and anxious deliberation what 
could poflibly have been the courle of 
the enemy, and what their ultimate 
deftination. His anxious and adtive 
mind, however, would not permit him 
to reft a moment tu the fame place; he 
therefore fhaped his courfe to the 
northward, for the coalt of Caramanea, 
to reach as quick as poflible ome quar.

How mifcaleulating is the mind of 
man!

but the waary of being the tdol of a 
let of right houourable harpies, who 
feduced him, from bafe and interelted 
motives, was principally his ruia. In 
vain he fought to recover in detail what 
he fo prodtyally loft in the grofs—in 
vain did he look to the little stems of 
perfonal difburfements, and the fragal 
management of his theatre, when the 
gaming-table nightly prefented a gulph 
of incalculable extravagance, 

In fhort, the fall of this unfortunate 
man evidently arofe from two caufes: 
the firft, his becoming manager, fo as 
to indul,re his felf-love in being an uni- 
verfal actor; the fecond, that of his 
becoming a game/ler, a profeffion which, 
in ittelf, with it ruin and dil- 
grace, and 1s as inimical to fortune, as 
it isto all the manly and focial virtues.

The Dramatic tt Jaytfl. No. IP. 
On Tragedy. By Dr. Blair. —(Conti- 
nued from Page 525.) 

ALTER the view which we have 
taken of the rife of tragedy, and of 
the nature of the antient chorus, with 
the advantages and inconventencies at- 
tending it, our way ts cleared for ex- 
amiuings* with more advantage, the 
three unities of action, place, and 
time, which have generally been con- 
fidered as eflential to the proper con- 
duct of the dramatic fable. 

Of thefe three, the firft, unity 
of aétion, is, beyond doubt, far the 
moft important. In treating of epre 
poctry, Ll have alicady explained the 
nature of it 3 as confilling in a relation 
which all che incidents titroduced bear

to fome detign or cftect, 
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gedy allows, muft, of receffity, dif- 
tract the attention, and prevent paffion 
from rifing to any height. Nothing, 
therefore, 1s worfe conduct in a tragic 
poet, than to carry on two independent 
paflions in the fame play; the effe& of 
which is, that the mind being fulpended 
and divided between them, cannot give 
itfelf up entirely either to the one or 
the other. There may, indeed, be 
underplots; that is, the perfons intro- 
duced may have different purfuits and 
defigns; but the poet’s art muit be 
fhewn in managing thefe, fo as to ren- 
der them fubfervient to the main ac- 
tion. ‘They ought to be conne&ed 
with the cataflrophe of the play, and 
to confpire in bringing it forward. 
If there “ve any intrigue which flands 
feparate and independent, and which 
may be left out without affeGting the 
unravelling of the plot, we may al- 
ways conclude this to bea faulty vio- 
lation of unity. Such epifodes are not 
permitted here, as in epic poetry. 

We have a clear example of this de- 


fe& in mr. Addifon’s Cato. The fub- 


jG of this tragedy is the death of perfuade the difeafed Pliloetes t 


Cato; and a very noble peifonage 
Cato is, aud fupported by the author 
with much dignity. But all the love 
{cenes in the play; the paflion of Cato’s 
iwo fons for Lucia, and that ef Juba 
for Cato’s daughter, are mere epifodes ; 
have no connection with the principal 
a¢tion, and no effeét upon tt. The 
author thought his fubjeét too barren 
in incidents, and, in order to diverfify 
it, he has given us, as it were, by the 
bye, a hiflory of the amours that were 
-oing on in Cato’s family ; by which 
he hath broken the unity of his fub- 
jc&, and formed a very unfeafonable 
sunction of gallantry, with the high 
ientiments and public-[pirited paflions 
which predominate in other parts, and 
which the play was chiefly defigned to 
Giiplay. 

We mutt take care not to confourd 
the uniry of the a€tion with the fim- 
plicty of the plot. Unity and fim- 
plicity import different things in dra- 
matic compofition, ‘Lhe plot is faid to 
be finple, when a {mall number of in- 
cidcnts ase introduced into it. But it 
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may be implex, as the critics term jt, 
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that is, it may include a confiderahl vonfeq 
number of perions and events, and vet Me Congr 
not be deficient in unity 5 provided al gedy, 
the incidents be made to tend towards Mi perit, 
the principal objc& of the play, and be given 3 
properly connected with it.

fice. But it is plain, that the intervals 
at which the chorus tung, are extremely 
unequal and irregular, (uited to the 
occalion and the fubjeét; and would 
divide the play fometimes into three, 
and fometimes into feven or eight 
acis.™ 

As praétice has now eltablithed a dif. 
ferent plan on the modern thage, has 
divided every play into five aéts, and 
made a total paufle in the reprefentation 
at the end of each act, the poet muit 
be careful that his paufe fhall fail in a 
proper place; where there is a natural 
pauie in the a¢tion; and where, 1f the 
imagination has any thing to fupply, 
that is not reprefented on the tage, it 
may be fuppoied to have been tran- 
facted during the interval. 

The firft aét ought to contain aclear 
expofition of the fubject. It ought to 
be fo managed as to awaken the cu- 
riolity of the fpeétators; and, at the 
fame time, to furoifh them with mate- 
rials for uuderttanding the fequel. It 
fhould make them acquainted with the 
perfonages who are to appear, with 
their feveral views and tnteretls, and 
with the ituation of affairs at the time 
when the play commences. A fhriking 
introduction, fuch as the firlt {peech of 
Almeria, in the Mourning Bride, and 
that of lady Randolph, in Douglas, 
produces a happy eflect; but this is 
what the fubject will not always admit, 
In the ruder times of dramatic writing, 
the expofition of the fubject was wont 
to be made by a prologue, or by a 
fingle actor appearing, and giving full 
and direct info: mation to the {pectators. 
Some of AZf{chylus’s and Euripides’s 
plays are opened in this manner. But

actors who are brought upon the 
liage. 

Daring the courle of the drama, in 
the fecond, third, and fourth acts, the 
plot fhould gradually thicken. The 
great objet which the poet ought here 
to have in view, is, by interefting us 
in his ftory, to keep our paflions al- 
ways awake. As foon as he allows us 
to languifh, there is no more tragic me- 
rit. He fthould, therefore, introduce 
no perfonages but {uch as are neceflary 
for carrying on the action. He thould 
contrive to place thofe whom he finds it 
proper to introduce, in the moft inte- 
refting fituations. He fhould have no 
fcenes of idle converfation, or mere de- 
clamation. The action of the play 
ought to be always advancing ; and, as 
it advances, the fufpenfe, and the con- 
cern of the fpectators, to be railed 
more and more. ‘This is the great ex- 
celleney of Shakefpeare, that his {cenes 
are full of fentiment and action, never 
of mere difcourfe ; whereas, it is often 
a fault of the belt French tragedians, 
that they allow the aétion to languifh 
for the fake of a long and artful dia- 
logue. Sentiment, paffion, pity, and 
terror, fhould reign throughout a tra- 
gedy. Every thing fhould be full of 
movements. An ufelefs incident, or 
an unneceflary converfation, weakens 
the interelt which we take in the ac- 
tion, and renders us*cold and inatten- 
tive. 

The fifth a& is the feat of the cata- 
fliophe, or the unravelling of the plot, 
iy which we always expect the art and 
genius of the poet to be more fully dil- 
Javed. The firlt rule concerning it, is, 
hat at be brought about .by probable 
and natural means. Hence all unravel. 
lings which turn upon difguifed habits, 
encounters by night, miitakes of one 
perion for another, and other fuch the- 
atrical and romantic circumances, are 
to be condemned as faulty. In whe next 
place, the ecatatlrophe ought always to 
be fimple; to depend on few events, 
and to iaclude but few perfons.

—They omit that the crops 
in the ground are often lof by the {ud- 
den tranfition from winter to fummer, 
without any interval of {pring, fur want 
of hands; and that if labourers could 
be tyred, the crops would not pay the 
expence. They have not told us that 
falt-pork or fifh with Indian bread was 
their only food, and milk or water 
their-moft common drink, for cyder is 
by no means in general ule. 

Yet all thefe difadvantages are de- 
plored by the American farmers, al- 
though they dcem them common to 
every other country, and are Ado, very 
apparent, that it mult be willful neg!i- 
gence to pafs them over fub fiientio, or 
grols perverfion to reprelent them as 
not exiting.—— When you view his 
erops, or make inquiries of the Ame. 
vican farmer, you will fee or hear of 
thofe enemies at every ftep; and as it 
would be ridiculous to draw any paral- 
lel between his firwation and that of an 
European, particularly an Englith far- 
mer, | fhall proceed to thew what pro- 
ductions thrive in the United States 
and what do not. 

Fhe United States are evidently a 
planting country, and not one adapted 
to tillage. Nature has fuiliciently 
pointed ovt this fa by producing 
Ipontanecufly tobacco, rice, indigo, 
ectton, and maize or Indtan corn, the 
flaple commodity of American foed, 
and by denying to them great crops of 
wheat, barley, oats, &c. whicl are its 
reprefentetive in the old continent. 
Wheat delights in a ftiff foil which will 
fhelter its roots from the ardent rays of 
the fun, and the foil of the United 
States is light, loofe, and fo permesble, 
that brooks, crecks, and even rivers, 
have difappeared. Wheat, therefore, 
and every other grain which requires a 
Riff foil, will uot thrive there ; but 
Indian corn, which is a ilrong plant, 
growing ona ftem of from ten to fif- 
teen feet in hetght, demands a loofe 
foil which will frecly admit thofe rays 
to penetrate to its root. This alto. 
pifhingly predudiive plant affords nutri. 
ment to both man and beall, and is ile 
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flaff of the United States. Fo, war

From another correfpondéent we ex- 
traét the following account: 

At ten o’clock lalt night the erup- 
tion of Vefuvius, of which the earth- 
quake feemed to be the forerunner, 
took place. We were going to vilit 
the crater, when the cites of the people 
and a volume of fame informed us that 
the volcano had opened. The lava 
precwitated itielf in three feconds from 
the lait peak of the mountain, and took 
a direction towards the valley fituated 
between Torre del Greco and Torre 
del Annunziato, two towns onthe fea- 
coait beyond Portici, and feven oreight 
miles from Naples. We fet off imme- 
diately to fee this wonderful phenome- 
non nearere From the place of our 
departure we faw the whole courle of 
the lava, which extended already two 
miles from the crater to the houfes that 
cain the two towns. ‘The fight was 
the molt magnificently frightfal that 
eauld be feen. l contemplated the 
cafcades of flames pouring trom the top 
of the mountains, and fhuddered at 
feving an immenfetorrent of fire ravage 
he Guek fields, overthrow houles, and 
deftrov in a few minutes the hopes and 
refourees of an hundred families. A 
line of fire marked the profile of the 
wiountain; a cloud of {moke, which 
jsemed to fend forth from time to time 
flifhes of lightning, hung over the 
fcene, and the moon appeared to be 
pale. Nothing can adequately deicribe 
the grandeur or give an accurate idea of 
ite horrer. As we. approached the

To fe 
it better we got into a beautiful hou 
on the road-fide; from the terrace w 
faw the fire at no more than fiftees 
paces from us. In a minute we de 
fcended, and twenty minutes afterward 
there remained of the houfe but thre 
large walls. I approached as near x 
the heat and flow of the current would 
permit me. I attempted at different 
times to burn the end of my _ handker. 
chief in it; I could only do it by tying 
it to the end of my cane. The lava 
does not run in liquid waves ; it refem. 
bles an immenfe quantity of coalé of 
fire, which an invincible ftreagth had 
heaped up and pufhed on with vo 
lence. When it met with a wall it col 
lefted to the height of feven or ten 
feet, burnt it, and overthrew it at 
once. I faw fome walls get red-hot, 
like Iron, and melt, if | may ufe the 
expreffion, into lava. On the hor 
zoutal-road I reckoned that the torrent 
travelled at the rate of eighteen inche 
ina minute. Its fmell refembled tha 
of iron red-hot. 

One cannot but regret ({ays mt 
Falconnet) that fuch a beautiful coum 
try as this, blefled with an admirable 
foil, fine fituation, healzhy climate, am 
pure fky, fhould be liable to fuch draw 
backs and convulfions of nature.
